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Dear Students: 


Stephen Lee of your yearbook committee tells me that 
the theme of this year's publication is The Year Of The Child. 
Consequently I would like to share some of my thoughts on the 
subject with you. 

What did it feel like to have a Year named in your 
honor? It must have come as quite a surprise to some of you. 

In my own youth, children were taught to be “seen and not heard". 
And not to be seen too much at that, especially in places like 
the "parlor" (front room)where the adults would congregate. 

At the same time we had all the old sayings laid on 
us, for example, "Just as the twig is bent, the tree is inclined" 
and "Some say ‘boys will be boys' and forget to add ‘boys will 
be men' ", etc., and on and on. 

In other words, we kids were kept at a polite distance 
from grownups, but also we were being assured that the world 
would soon be ours to run and we had better not make a mess of 
it!
